Dear President Book and Provost House: 


As alumni of Elon University, we strongly support the non-tenure traek (NTT) faculty as they 
democratically form their union in order to improve their working conditions and gain the 
respect and recognition they deserve at our alma mater. 

As we reflect on our educations at Elon, we know that these faculty members often surpassed the 
normal duties and timelines of teaching. They served as academic mentors throughout our 
undergraduate years, and remain trusted counselors and advisors as we have entered the working 
world and grown as adults. Without these faculty, we know Elon University would not be the 
leader in higher education it is today. In fact, without these faculty, we know Elon could not 
function at all. 

However, despite their dedication and hard work, NTT faculty at Elon are undervalued members 
of our community. This situation takes the shape of insecure job appointments, inconsistent 
benefits, and inadequate representation in decisions that affect the direction of the university and 
the quality of education students receive. These conditions cannot continue to exist for such 
essential members of the Elon community. We support the NTT faculty’s initiative in countering 
these trends by organizing to form a union with SEIU Eaculty Eorward. 

We write to call on your administration to respect this group of faculty by agreeing to remain 
neutral, and not interfere with their right to organize—practically, through legal delays, or 
rhetorically, through other forms of influence or intimidation. Until the Elon administration 
publicly commits to not interfere practically or rhetorically with our NTT faculty’s campaign to 
form a union, we pledge to withhold our donations to Elon. This is not a decision we take lightly, 
considering the important role that attending Elon has played in our lives. However, we cannot, 
in good faith, give to the university until its leadership respects the rights of faculty to 
democratically organize their union. 

Eton’s mission statement states that the university strives to create an academic community that 
“transforms mind, body, and spirit and encourages freedom of thought and liberty of 
conscience.” The freedom of thought and liberty of conscience that Elon University helped in s till 
in us leads us to support our professors’ campaign to advocate for themselves and their students 
by forming a union. In turn, we challenge the leadership of our beloved alma mater to live up to 
that mission by respecting the NTT faculty’s right to organize—and yet again serve as a forward- 
thinking institution of higher education.
